UNION REFUSAL HALTS 
PLANS FOR CONFERENCE 


London. April 7.—Leaders of 
the 


miners union, who conferred with prime 
minister Lloyd George this morning 
refused to order pump men and engin- 
eers in mines affected by the coal strike 
to resume work., pending negotiations 
with the mine owners. As the result of 
this refusal the miners and their em- 
ployers will not meet today. 


Leaders of the transport workers fed- 


eration which already has decided to 
support the miners met this morning 
but adjourned until 4 o'clock this after- 
noon in order that they might learn the 
result of the conference of the miners 
and the prime minister before deciding 
what form the support will take. 


The national union of railway men 
also convened during the forenoon but 
it remained in session to hear the re- 
sult of the premier's tonference. 


WHEAT CROP IS 


91 POT. NORMAL 


Federal Report Forecasts 


Crop of 621 Million Bush- 
els Based on Condition 
April 1. 


Washington, April 7.—Forecast of a 


winter wheat crop of about C.21,000.000 
bushels was made today by the depart- 
ment of agriculture basing its estimate 
on the condition of the crop April 1, 
which was $91.0 per cent of a normal. 


There was an increase of 3.1 points 
in condition from December 1 last to 
April 1 this year, compared with an 
average decline of 4.8 points between 
those dates in the last 10 years. 


The production forecast is based upon 


the average planted last fall with the 
assumption of average abandonment 
and average influence on the crop to 
harvest. 


Production of rye. was forecast as 66.- 


386,000 bushels from a condition of 90.3 
per cent of a normal.

condition April 1 last year was 75.6 per 
cent of a normal and production 577,- 
763,000 bushels on April 1, lOITt, it was 
99.9 per cent and production $729,503,000 
bushels, while the 10 year average con- 
dition is 83.6 per cent.

ON DISARMAMENT 


Shows 
How 
Nipponese 


Spejid More For Army 
and' Navy Than Direct 
Taxes Bring In. 


Tokio,—Large audiences greet Yukio 


Ozakl everywhere asy the celebrated 
parliamentarian tours the country to 
awaken public support for his project of 
an international agreement in naval and 
military 'curtailment. 
The Osaka Muinichi notes that the 
big crowds at the Ozaki meetings in 
Kobe, Osaka and Kyoto show how ear- 
nest the., public Is to learn something 
about the big question at issue. Fees 
are charged for admission to the lec- 
tures and the Mainichl thinks that tho 
large attendance despite the entrance 
charge is an "important sign of the 
time and Indicates which way the wind 
is blowing." 
The money raised is to be devoted to 
educational objects among students. 
Interviewed after one of the meetings 
by a reporter of the Japan Chronicle, 
Mr. OzaJtl said a great many of his 
student aii'ditors wanted to know how he 
proposed. to make effective his idea for 
armament restriction. 
The answer he 


gave was . that America, England and 
Japan should enter into a plan for the 
reduction'- of armaments and he hoped 
that America would make the first pro- 
posal , within the next few months. In 


the event that the United States fail to 
make this proposal, then Mr. Ozakl be- 
lieved that Japan should take the. ini- 
tiative. 
"When the agreement is made," he 
added, "it will bo kept. 
Besides, ac- 


cording to the eighth article of the 
League of Nations covenant, all na- 
tions have promised a reduction of, 
armaments and this must be carried j 
out through the league." 
"What reason did the members of 
the house of representatives give for 
turning down your proposal for reduc* 
tlon of armaments?" he was asked. • 
"They did not give any real season— 


they said tha tthe time was not ripe. 
Some army men stood up and made 
speeches which I could see no meaning 
in. Afterwards some of the members 
came to mo and said that their ideas 
were ,the same as mine, but still 'they 
vote against me. 
Their sentiment of 
hating me seems to be stronger than 
their sentiment of love of country." 
Tho interviewer mentioned that it ap- 
peared that a large proportion of the 
taxes would be expended for military 
purposes. 
"Would you -like me to give you the 
exact figures," Mr. Ozaki exclaimed. 
"Our 
direct taxes total 750 million yen, 
und the amount for the present fiscal 
year which we are spending1 on the 
army and navy Is 760 million yen or 
10 million more than our direct taxes < 
amount to." 
Direct taxes are not of' 
course, ho explained, the governments . 
only means of revenue—there are in ad-. 
dition £he railway, post office -and tele- ( 
graphs, tobacco and salt monopolies, j 
With reference to his recent expulsion t 
from his party, Mr. Ozaki stated that 
this had >been done because he had been 
"naughty frcim a party point of view," 
or, as the French say, "he was an en- 
fant terrible."

earnest and dangerous patriot."

Stinnes, a muiti-millionaire member 


of the Reichstag has put through some 
i of the greatest financial deals of his' 
mreer since the armistice. He has been 
called "a relentlessly efficient human 
calculating machine." 
It has been said ' 
that he would saenfioe every mark of 
his enormous fortune to bring back the 
monarchy. 
Mine-owner and coal merchant, sHip- 


owner, 
landed-proprietor, head .of 
a 
great chain of newspapers, proprietor ; 
of the finest hotel in Berlin, trader in 
oils, paper, hides, jute, peat and manu- 
factured wares of many kinds, Stinnes, 
the Times correspondent says, "is to- 
day the wealthiest, most 
influential, 
best-known, and at the same' time the 
least well-known man in Germany." | 
Publicity and notoriety are alien to 
him,, it is stated, and he prefers to re- 
main behind the curtains in the Reich- 
stag-, permitting his henchmen 
and 


lieutenants to do the talking while he. 
pulls the strings 


"Thwe is nothing in his appearance to 


betray the mun of genius," says the 
correspondent. "Just fifty years old, of 
medium height ami sturdily built, with 
black hair and beard that show up 
.strongly against a rather sallow com- 
plexion, Hugo Slinnes is an inconspicu- 
ous figure as he slips in and out of 
the Adlon hotel, hi* bowler hut tilted 
slighted on one side, one hand in his 
pocket and one or two secretaries fol- 
lowing hard on the heels of their chief 
in his well-worn black co it and black 
tie. 
He stops to speak to no one. He- 


has no time for small talk in the lounge 
with other guests. He is a relentlessly 
efficient, cool, human, calculating ma- 
chine." 


The foundations of the Stinnes for- 


tune were laid by the present Stinnes' 
grandfather and increased by his fath- 
er. The youth was sent to a gymnasi- 
um and later worked as a miner and 
attended the School of Mines in Ber- 
lin. 
Embarking in business for himself 


at the age of 23, his remarkable career 
began. He went with success into the 
coal and iron trade, becoming a prom- 
inent figure among the magnates of 
Rhenish Westphalia and branched out 
into the developement of tramways and 
electric power in the coal fields.
